Tilt* layoffs precede 
the firm’s normal Christmas week 
shutdown. Full production is to resume 
after the New Year’s holiday, GM said. 
The move announced Friday is GM ’s 
first scheduled cutback of auto 
production in nearly four years. 
In February 1970, GM closed 16 
assembly plants for one week, 
throwing 107,500 workers off the job. 
GM blamed the layoffs on an economic 
slowdown and decreased car sales. 
I/leal United Auto Workers union 
officials said rumors of large layoffs 
were circulating among the plants. 
GM denied it plans such a move. 
GM’s work force is scheduled for a 
paid vacation the following week, 
provided UAW members approve a 
contract agreement forged last week 
by GM and union bargainers. 
GM wouldn’t say how many em­ 
ployes would be laid off, but it’ll be a 
virtual paid vacation for those with at 
least a year’s seniority.

Bear Brunt O f A llocation s 


BRUSSELS (AP) — International oil 
companies may be taking over the job 
of trying to blunt the effects of Arab oil 
embargoes, an action that gov­ 
ernments have thus far chosen not to 
take. 


Using oil as a diplomatic weapon, 
the Arabs are rewarding nations 
whose Middle East policies are con­ 
sidered proArab and punishing those 
countries whose policies lean toward 
Israel. 


As a result, the multinational oil 
firms, many of which are owned by 
Americans and whose assets and 
customers are chiefly in the United 
b R A F F I T I 
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States, have begun to act on a number 
of fronts. 
Their aim, sources said, is to 
establish distribution guidelines to 
assure that those countries the Arabs 
consider enemies do not suffer too 
much. 
France and Britain, for example, 
have not yet felt the full weight of tin* 
Arab oil offensive. On the other hand, 
the United States and the Netherlands 
have been shackled with a total Arab 
oil boycott. 
There 
have 
been 
reports 
of 
widespread oil trade-offs while tankers 
are at sea. If a tanker that loaded in 
Kuwait, for example, cannot land at a 
U.S. port because of the boycott, it 
could be diverted to France, and a 
tanker loaded in Iran that was in­ 
tended for France is then diverted 
from France to America. 
In effect, the reports indicate that 
non-Arab oil from countries such as 
Iran is 
being 
diverted by the 
multinational oil firms to countries 
suffering Arab boycotts. 
A large black market is said to have 
developed with prices two or three 
times as high as official rates 
In addition, the companies have 
notified some countries, favored by the 
Arabs, that their supply of oil would 
nevertheless be reduced. 
France, a major friend of the Arabs 
in the West, was told by oil companies 
that it will have its oil supplies cut by 
IO to 15 per cent next month. 
And in Britain, government .sources 
complained that they have not been 
getting adequate oil supplies from 
international distributors.

Meanwhile at Kilometer 101 inside 
Egypt, where Israeli and Egyptian 
negotiators have been meeting in an 
effort to implement the six-point 
cease-fire accord, a U.N. spokesman 
said tensions were mounting and 
‘ there is a chance of more incidents.” 
T he negotiators 
Maj. Gen. Aharon 
Yariv of Israel and U. Gen. Mohamed 
el Gamasy of Egypt 
met for two 
hours Friday in a tent along the Suez- 
Cairo road, as they have several times 
this week. 
‘The talks have reached a critical 


point where both delegations must 
seek the advice of their governments 
before going on,” 
a 
U.N forces 
spokesman said. Another U N. official 
said “ many details were clarified” 
during the meeting Friday and said the 
two generals were to confer again 
today. 


But Israeli Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan told the Israeli Bar Association 
in lei Aviv that Israel is “facing not 
the end of the war. but the beginning 
with the Syrians and the Egyptians.” 


But despite the Soviet aid to the 
Arabs on the military level, the 
fighting is between Israel and the 
Arabs,’’ Dayan said. "We are stronger 
than the Arabs, but we have to have 
nerves." 
The center of controversy in the 
negotitions at Kilometer 101 continues 
to Im* the positioning of the cease-fire 
line between the Israeli and Egyptian 
forces along the Suez ( anal. 
Egypt has demanded that Israeli 
forces return to lines drawn on Oct. 22 
when the U N. called for its first cease­ 


fire.

INDOOR GARDENING 
The growing 
season 
for plants 
doesn’t have to end with frost and 
snow. There are many attractive items 
for indoor gardening fun. 
Besides, plants, bulbs, gadgets and 
seeds make much appreciated holiday 
gifts, too. 
You can buy terrariums in 12 or 16 
inch sizes (diameter), in table models 
or hanging types. African Violets grow 
unusually well in the moist “ climate” 
of these terrariums. So do many 
foliage plants, especially a group of 
five different Pepermias. 
Shell planters complete with San- 
sevieria or Jade plants also add to 
indoor decor. 
For carefree color, nothing can beat 
Oriental Doll Cactus. Their jaunty 
” caps” in yellow or red topping the 
green triangular plants really are eye- 
catchers. They “ take” the dry desert­ 
like atmosphere of most homes or 
apartments, and need watering only 
every week or two. 
Annual flowers such as Nuget and 7- 
Slar Marigolds or Impatiens are fun to 
grow from seed indoors during the 
winter. 
So is 
Coleus, 
with its 
fascinating colors and patterns in the 
leaves, and vegetables, too. The real 
thrill is Pixie Tomato. Imaging picking 
bright red, ping-pong ball size fruits in 
midwinter to pop into salads. All these 
grow fast from seed planted from 
November to January. 
Use newly developed types of light 
gardening equipment to turn halls, 
basements, or 
dark corners into 
“ Sunny” areas automatically at the 
flick of a switch. 
Most garden centers have these 
plants and lighting equipment, so if 
your “ green” thumb can’t wait until 
next spring, have fun with indoor 
gardening. 
STOP HOME WOOD DECAY 
Wood decay is caused by small 
plants called fungi. These organisms 
cannot grow in wood that has a 
moisture content of less than about 30 
percent. So, the wood in a properly 
constructed and well maintained home 
is safe because its moisture content is 
seldom above 15 per cent. 
Decay can still sneak in. Plumbing 
leaks, even very small ones, even­ 
tually lead to decay of the wood that 
becomes wet. Leaks in caulking 
around bathtubs, shower stalls and 
sinks may permit large quantities of 
water to enter walls and flooring. 
Other sources of high moisture in­ 
doors are cold water pipes that ac­ 
cumulate condensation or “ sweat” for 
long periods. These should be in­ 
sulated. The same is true for air 
conditioning ducts. Appliances, too, 
can release considerable moisture 
inside the house, if they are im­ 
properly vented. 
To avoid damp wood decay, check 
and repair leaks now. It’ll save you a 
major repair bill later. 


only small amounts of commercial

Fertilizer solutions containing N or 
combinations of N, F, and K have the 
same effect on plant growth 
as 
equivalent amounts of dry fertilizer 
when applied at equivalent rates and 
when similar placement is used. 
Nitrate-nitrogen (N03) moves with 
soil moisture and can leach out of the 
root zone if there is sufficient water 
movement. Ammonia (NH4) is ab­ 
sorbed on the exchange sites of the 
clay particles and is relatively im­ 
mobile until converted to the nitrate 
form. Ix)sses of N applied in the fall for 
crops to be grown in the spring will be 
minimized if the following precautions 
are observed: 
1. Use an ammonium (NH4i N 
carrier or one that changes to the 
ammonium form shortly after ap­ 
plication. Some ammonium form of N 
carriers are anhydrous ammonia, 
which changes in the soil to the am­ 
monium form; aqua ammonia; urea, 
which is hydrolized to the ammonium 
form; and ammonium sulfate. 
2. Apply when soil temperatures are 
below 45 degrees at the 4-inch depth 
3. Apply only on medium-and fine- 
textured soils (silt loams, silty clay 
loams, etc.) 
4. Do not apply in the fall on sandy 
and-or organic soils.

Corn prices have soared since last 
spring and, by Oct. 15, were $2.17 per 
bushel nationally at the farm, ac­ 
cording to USDA. A year earlier, com 
was $1.19 per bushel. 
The department’s Outlook and 
Situation Board, in a preliminary 
report this week, said corn prices at 
Chicago (a terminal market figure and 
not a U.S. farm average) were around 
$2.50 per bushel at mid-November, 
about $1.20 above a year ago.

IN DOOR GARDENING

Decay can still sneak in. Plumbing 
leaks, even very small ones, even­ 
tually lead to decay of the wood that 
becomes wet 
Leaks in caulking 
around bathtubs, shower stalls and 
sinks may permit large quantities of 
water to enter walls and flooring 
Other sources of high moisture in­ 
doors are cold water pipes that ac­ 
cumulate condensation or “ sweat’’ for 
long periods. These should be in­ 
sulated. The same is true for air 
conditioning ducts. Appliances, too, 
can release considerable moisture 
inside the house, if they are im­ 
properly vented. 
To avoid damp wood decay, check 
and repair leaks now It’ll save you a 
major repair bill later.

Te/ephone Industry In Mexico 
Dominated By One Company

EDITOR'S NOTE: The author of 
these articles is not a newcomer to the 
Herald’s readers. His travel series 
have appeared in this newspaper on 
Alaska and Israel. A retired postal 
supervisor, farm er and real estate 
dealer, he lives in Ashville. 


The telephone industry in Mexico is 
dominated by a near monopoly of one 
company; Telephonos de Mexico 
(TeleMex). This company is one of the 
giants in the utility field and its shares 
are sold in this country through 
American Depository Receipts. 
It is known as a company that pays 
extremely high dividends as do some 
other Mexican stocks. But it would not 
be unusual to get IO to 12 per cent in­ 
terest from savings accounts in 
Mexico. Concrete telephone poles are 
used, some wood treated poles, and 
sections of used railroad rails ap­ 
parently make excellent telephone 
poles. Since timber is rather scarce, 
substitution of alternate materials is 
no doubt an obvious economic 
necessity. In the little town of about 
five thousand inhabitants that we are 
headed for there is one telephone and a 
switchboard. The phone is in a booth 
and the switchboard is just outside the 
booth. Both are located in a corner 
drugstore. There is not too much 
chatting over the phone by teenagers. 
The growth along the highways is 
generally let grow without being cut. 
Sometimes someone grazes some live 
stock and keeps it down a little but as a 
rule it just grows. We saw some 
natives stripping what looked like 
seeds from a particular grass that 
grew along the highway—what the 
grass was or what the purpose for the 
effort, I do not know. This activity 
prevailed in several locations. 
There must be thousands ot miles of 
stone fences in Southern Mexico. Many 
of these fences must be centuries old. I 
wonder if they were laid up by slave 
labor at the time of the conquest of 
Mexico 
by 
the 
Spaniards. 
Economically they do not appear 
feasible considering the small amount 
of grass available for grazing in this 
area. Yet they seem to go in every 
direction without much rhyme or 
reason. Of course there were and are 
plenty of rocks with which to build 
them and maintain them. 
Zacatecas was our stop for the 
second night. For the three of us the 
hotel charge was 75 pesos. 
The 
Mexicans use the dollar sign in front of 
their numerals to indicate pesos. So 
although in Mexico $75 looks big it is 
really only six dollars as a peso is 
worth eight cents in American money. 
Auto Plants 
Being Hurt 
By Storages 


DETROIT (A P) — The nation’s auto 
manufacturers are starting to run up 
against parts shortages caused partly 
by the energy crunch. 
Industry observers say the situation, 
which has not caused any major 
problems yet, will deteriorate with a 
worsening of energy shortages. 
Thus far the major shortages are in 
materials derived from natural gas 
and petroleum. They are used for 
interior trim and wiring. 
“ The plastics industry is extremely 
dependent on petroleum, and that may 
prove to be a problem in the future,” 
said one auto industry spokesman. 
General Motors and Ford say they 
are suffering acute shortages of in­ 
terior materials like dash boards and 
panels, which are made from plastics. 
In some cases the automakers said 
they have assembled cars minus an 
armrest or dashboard. The parts were 
installed later when they arrived at as­ 
sembly plants. 
A more serious problem reported by 
Ford, GM and Chrysler is a shortage of 
wiring harnesses. The wiring harness 
is the basic electrical system of the 
car, connecting the battery to the 
headlights, taillights, dashboard and 
other systems. 
Industry spokesmen attribute the 
problem to a shortage of polyvinyl 
L’hloride, which is used to insulate the 
wire. Since the wiring harness is the 
'irst system installed during assem­ 
bly, the shortage has an immediate 
mpact on plant work. 
“ If you’re missing an arm rest, you 
:an go ahead and build the car,” said 
me spokesman. “ But if you’re missing 
i wiring harness you can’t.”

A roll of Mexican pesos makes you feel 
like a rich man here and in a sense you 
are. What a meal you can get for eight 
to 12 pesos. Did you ever dream of 1973 
wages and then being able to spend 
them at 1940 prices. Many prices are 
very reasonable and yet some seem to 
be going right along with inflation; in 
most cases clothing seems to be on par 
with prices in the U.S.A. 
If in doubt use a peso. A coin about 
the size of the American half dollar, is 
a standard tip for a meal and it will 
buy you a thick slice of cold pineapple 
at an open air market. Two pesos will 
get you a buttered sweet corn ear from 
a very pretty Senorita. 
Guadalajara is one of the tropic’s 
finest resort cities with a year around 
temperature of about 65-80 degrees, it 
has become a favorite with many 
.Americans, especially retired military 
and civilians. Gale and family spent 
some time here in 1960 and his boys 
attended school here. A nice apart­ 
ment could be had for about $60 per 
month including a maid for the 
housekeeping chores and cooking. Of 
course with these advantages and the 
wonderful weather (altitude 5100 ft.) 
the word soon gets around. However 
living here is still a great economic 
bargain compared to 
American 
standards. 
Guadalajara 
has 
a 
population of something more than 
eight hundred thousand and is quite a 
metropolis here in Southern Mexico. 
Horses for delivery services and 
taxis have generally given way to 
motorized vehicles and the town has 
also taken on other metropolitan 
aspects. 
The 
American 
Colony 
publishes its own newspaper and has 
its own golf links. 
But there is still plenty of the old left. 
I saw a young fellow leading a bicycle 
and he had eleven large auto tires 
.stacked on it. Amazing how these

people can get the most o 
anything. 
We walked about six miles uptowii to 
see what everything looked like and it 
was amazing to see some of the can­ 
tilevered architecture. But I don’t 
know how long some of the pedestrians 
in Columbus would survive. These 
natives drive with their horns and you 
would do well to remember that. We 
took a taxi back to the motel. The fare 
was 15 pesos plus a five peso tip that 
Gale gave the driver. About one dollar 
and sixty cents total and the driver 
entertained us all the way. 
I had about enough for one day but 
Butch and Gale took a bus for a ride 
after awhile. It seems there were a 
group of young people on the bus and a 
fight broke out. A window was knocked 
out of the bus and one young fellow ran 
like mad. No one moved until he had 
gone about IOO yards. Now maybe 
"Nord Americanos” won’t get in­ 
volved but these Mexicans sure will. 
The rest of the bus load of people, or I 
should say most of them pursued the 
one who ran and caught him. They 
roughed him up quite a bit and then th* 
cops came but they didn’t want to get 
blood on those nice uniforms. 
Si-si Senor—that nasty temper will 
get you in trouble.

Speaking Of Your Health

All over the world new techniques 
are being devised to limit the size of 
families. Methods of sterilization for 
both the male and the female are being 
sought as definite means of con­ 
traception. 
The number of people who have 
subjected themselves to voluntary 
sterilization is enormous. 
Vasectomy is a simple operation by 
which the vas deferens in the scrotum 
is tied off, virtually assuring that no 
sperm can be secreted. 
There are methods by which women, 
too, can be sterilized. Blocking, or 
tying off the Fallopian tubes, requires 
a surgical procedure which many 
women rightfully hesitate to accept. 
A new method is now being suc­ 
cessfully used. It is technically known 
as laparoscotic tubal sterilization. An 
instrument, the laparoscope, is in­ 
serted under local anesthesia into the 
wall of the abdomen. Through it, it is 
possible 
to 
find 
and 
grasp 
the 
Fallopian tube, which then can be 
sealed off through the same in­ 
strument. 
The operation has already been 
performed in thousands of women with 
remarkable success and safety. 
Dr. Clifford R. Wheeless, at the 
Johns Hopkins University School of 
Medicine, has performed more than 
4,000 of these cases. He says, “It is a 
safe, efficient, and inexpensive 
method of family planning.” 
The operation takes about ten 
minutes, and does not require over­ 


night hospitalization. Surgeons all over 
the country are successfully using this 
method of sterilization. 


The 
undeniable 
link 
between

Dr. John H. Manhold, professor of 
aural disease

and the margins of the teeth.

precise methods to 
measure carbon monoxide levels in 
people who have inhaled smoke may 
now save the lives of many victims of 
smoke inhalation. 
Dr. B A. Zikira, of the Columbia 
University College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, and his co-workers have 
completed a two-year study of this 
problem. 
They now are able, after testing, to 
measure the carbon-monoxide level in 
the blood and immediately institute 
oxygen therapy in order to avoid the

U.S. Retaliation 
Talk On Embargo 
Brings New Threat

Saudi Arabia’s oil minister says the 
Arabs could reduce their oil production 
by as much as 80 per cent if America, 
Japan or Europe take measures to 
counteract reductions and embargoes 
in Arab oil production. 
“Our oil 
weapon 
is 
far 
more 
powerful than what you see now. In 
fact we did nothing at all so far,” 
Ahmed 
Saki 
Yamani 
said 
in 
Copenhagen Thursday. “We could cut 
production by 80 per cent.” 
Yamani issued the warning during a 
television interview when he was 
asked to respond to Secretary of State 
Henry 
A. 
K issinger’s 
com m ent 
suggesting U.S retaliation if the Arab 
oil squeeze continues. 
Kissinger said Wednesday, “ It is 
clear that if pressures continue 
unreasonably and indefintely, that 
then the United States will have to 
consider what countermeasures it may 
have to take.” 
Some suggested countermeasures 
have been halts in exports of food 
grains and other materials to Arab 
countries. 
Yamani said he did not doubt there 
are countermeasures available, but he 
said any such actions would be a 
gamble that might force the economies 
of areas such as Western Europe and 
Japan to collapse. 
The Arab oil producers have stopped 
oil shipments to the United States and 
the Netherlands and reduced overall 
production by 25 per cent, with another 
5 per cent reduction planned each 
month until Israel withdraws from 
Arab territory captured since 1967. 
Saudi Arabia’s King Faisal said in 
lebanon he will never compromise on 
the oil restrictions against the United 
States, Japan and Western Europe un­ 
til the Arab demands concerning 
Israel are “ unconditionally met.” 
But in london, British and Indian 
diplomatic sources said Saudi Arabia, 
by far the largest Arab oil producer, is 
unlikely to continue using oil as a 
diplomatic weapon because of fears by 
Faisal of provoking reprisals. 
In other developments, the Shah of 
Iran, whose country is the only non- 
Arab oil producer in the Persian Gulf, 


called upon Arabs to abandon their 
use of oil as a diplomatic weapon. “Oil 
is like bread,” he said. “It should not 
be withheld in peacetime.” 
In Canada, Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau said his government 
will reveal a series of measures next 
week aimed at ensuring adequate 
supplies of gasoline and heating oil this 
winter. The government is expected to 
prohibit the sale of gasoline on Sun­ 
days and make petroleum allocations 
at the wholesale level. 
In Brussels, Common Market of­ 
ficials told representatives from its 
nine m em ber countries that the 
organization’s 
Commission 
on 
Transport was trying to determine 
what common actions may be taken to 
combat the oil shortage. 
The West G erm an governm ent 
hinted that it may soon broaden its fuel 
conservation powers. Chancellor Willy 
Brandt told his cabinet that the oil 
squeeze could seriously affect the 
German economy. He did not rule out 
“ social, stru ctu ral and economic 
repercussions.”

Proxm ire 
Says Bork 


Post Illegal 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
- 
Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., says acting 
Atty. Gen. Robert H. Bork is holding 
his job illegally and wants President 
Nixon to take “ appropriate action” to 
comply with the law. 
The Wisconsin Democrat said in a 
letter to Nixon released today that 
Bork’s “ lawful tenure as acting at­ 
torney genet hi is limited to 30 days and 
the 30 days was up this past Monday, 
NoV. 19.” ^ 
Bork, who as solicitor general is the 
No.*3 man in the Justice Department, 
became acting attorney general Oct. 
20 when Elliot L. Richardson and 
William D. Ruckelshaus resigned as 
attorney general and deputy attorney 
general. 
A federal judge ruled in June that 
the acting head of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity, Howard J. 
Phillips, could not continue in office 
past the 30-day limit because Nixon did 
not submit his name for Senate con­ 
firmation. 
in» the Phillips case, U.S. District 
Judgb .William Jones ruled that the 
president’s power concerning interim 
appointments, “ if it exists at all, exists 
only in emergency situations.” 
The administration has taken the 
position that, since Bork became 
acting attorney general by being the 
highest remaining Justice Department 
official rather than through appoint­ 
ment, the 30-day limit does not apply to 
Bork. 
President Nixon has announced the 
choice of Sen. William B. Saxbe, R- 
Ohio, as the new attorney general but 
has delayed sending the nomination to 
the Senate pending 
action 
on 
a 
measure to lower the attorney 
general’s pay to its pre-1969 level of 
$35,000. 
This action is necessary because of a 
constitutional ban on naming a 
member of Congress during whose 
term the pay was raised. Some 
senators 
say 
that 
the 
Saxbe 
nomination will be unconstitutional 
anyway, and that issue is scheduled for 
Senate debate next week.

Fear Israel 
Could Use 
Atom Bombs 


CAIRO (A P) — Egypt’s most in­ 
fluential editor said today that in any 
new round of fighting in the Middle 
East Israel may resort to atomic 
bombs. He said it is urgent for the 
Arab world to put up a unified strategy 
to produce or get nuclear weapons. 
Mohammed 
Hassanein 
Heikal, 
editor of the semiofficial newspaper A1 
Ahram wrote: “ In a moment of danger 
the Arabs could get the bomb from 
either the Soviet Union or China, but if 
they refused the 
upcoming 
Arab 
summit conference has to set up a 
unified commission to produce it,” 
Heikal said he had been told that 
Israel already had atomic bombs. 
He suggested the Arabs should allot 
between $250 and $770 million to 
produce the weapons. Heikal also 
disclosed that Egypt tried three times 
to obtain an atomic bomb, but failed. 
The first time, efforts by the late 
President Gamel Abdel Nasser were 
hindered by huge expenses needed to 
produce the bomb, and the second time 
efforts to get the bomb from China in 
1967 failed, he said. 
On the third occasion, in 1970, Libyan 
President Moammar Khadafy tried to 
buy an atomic bomb, “ but has learned 
that such bombs are not for sale,” 
Heikal said. He did not disclose the 
name of the country from which 
Khadafy tried to buy the bomb.

Says Boric 
Post Illegal

William Proxmire, D-Wis., says acting 
Atty. Gen. Robert H. Bork is holding 
his job illegally and wants President 
Nixon to take “ appropriate action” to 
comply with the law. 
The Wisconsin Democrat said in a 
letter to Nixon released today that 
Bork’s “ lawful tenure as acting at­ 
torney genefhl is limited to 30 days and 
the 30 days was up this past Monday, 
NoV; 19.” ;* J 
Bork, who as solicitor general is the 
No. 3 man in the Justice Department, 
became acting attorney general Oct. 
20 when Elliot L. Richardson and 
William D. Ruckelshaus resigned as 
attorney general and deputy attorney 
general. 
A federal judge ruled in June that 
the acting head of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity, Howard J. 
Phillips, could not continue in office 
past the 30-day limit because Nixon did 
not submit his name for Senate con­ 
firmation. 
loathe Phillips case, U.S. District 
Judge .William Jones ruled that the 
president’s power concerning interim 
appointments, “ if it exists at all, exists 
only in emergency situations.” 
The administration has taken the 
position that, since Bork became 
acting attorney general by being the 
highest remaining Justice Department 
official rather than through appoint­ 
ment, the 30-day limit does not apply to 
Bork. 
President Nixon has announced the 
choice of Sen. William B. Sax be, R- 
Ohio, as the new attorney general but 
has delayed sending the nomination to

measure to lower the attorney

Fear Israel 
Could Use 
Atom Bombs 


CAIRO (A P) — Egypt’s most in­ 
fluential editor said today that in any 
new round of fighting in the Middle 
East Israel may resort to atomic 
bombs. He said it is urgent for the 
Arab world to put up a unified strategy 
to produce or get nuclear weapons. 
Mohammed Hassanein 
Heikal, 
editor of the semiofficial newspaper Al 
Ahram wrote: “ In a moment of danger 
the Arabs could get the bomb from 
either the Soviet Union or China, but if 
they refused the 
upcoming 
Arab 
summit conference has to set up a 
unified commission to produce it.” 
Heikal said he had been told that 
Israel already had atomic bombs. 
He suggested the Arabs should allot 
between $250 and $770 million to 
produce the weapons. Heikal also 
disclosed that Egypt tried three times 
to obtain an atomic bomb, but failed. 
The first time, efforts by the late 
President Camel Abdel Nasser were 
hindered by huge expenses needed to 
produce the bomb, and the second time 
efforts to get the bomb from China in 
1967 failed, he said. 
On the third occasion, in 1970, libyan 
President Moammar Khadafy tried to 
buy an atomic bomb, “ but has learned 
that such bombs are not for sale,” 
Heikal said. He did not disclose the 
name of the country from which 
Khadafy tried to buy the bomb.

MOSCOW (AP) — Two American 
firms today signed a $45 million 
chemical agreement with the Soviet 
Union to deliver an entire factory here, 
officials said. 


The agreem ent was concluded 
between the hummus Co. of New 
Jersey and Monsanto of Missouri and 
Techmashimport, the Soviet agency 
responsible for 
importing process 
technology. 


The pact calls for the design and 
delivery of an acetic acid plant to be 
constructed in the Ukrainian city of 
Severodonetsk. 
A spokesman for Lummus said it 
was the first U.S.-Soviet deal that 
involved a com pletely equipped 
production plant. He said previous 
deals were for separate pieces of 
equipment only. 
The plant will produce 150,000 tons of 
acetic acid annually by 1978. The 
chemical is a major “building block” 
of the the petro-chemical industry. 
Under the agreement, the Soviet 
Union will provide a IO per cent down 
payment and the rest will be financed 
in the United States. Spokesmen for 
the two American firms said the 
financial arrangements have not been 
completed.

If 
the pay men t of these charges is 
compen sation solely for the use or 
forbearan ce of mon ey, it is in terest 
an d gen erally deductible in full as 
in terest expen se in the y ear paid. 
However, if the pay men t of an y of 
these charges is compen sation for 
specific services that the len der 
perform s in con n ection with the 
borrower's accoun t (such as len der's 
appraisal fees, the cost of preparin g 
the mortgage n ote or deed of trust, 
settlemen t fees, n otary fees, etc.) it is 
n ot in terest. Moreover, pay men t of 
these amoun ts can n ot be con sidered an 
addition al cost of the property an d 
may n ot Ik* added to the property ’s 
basis. 
The term “poin ts” is also used to 
describe loan placemen t fees that the 


seller may be required to pay to the 
len der as a con dition to arran gin g 
fin an cin g terms for the buy er. These 
amoun ts are n ot deductible as in terest 
However, these charges are a sellin g 
expen se, reducin g the amoun t realized 
on the sale of a home. 
(Q ) I had a large amoun t of medical 
expen ses last mon th.

When asked for commen t, the Times 
said, Haig replied, ” 1 don ’t discuss 
what discussion s I had with the 
Presiden t.” 
Accordin g to Richardson , Haig was 
turn ed down by Nixon on Oct. 19. 
On Oct. 20, Nixon ordered (’ox 
dismissed. Richardson resign ed in 
protest, an d William Ruekelshaus left 
his job as assistan t U.S. attorn ey 
gen eral after he also refused to fire 
Cox. The prosecutor was dismissed by 
the solicitor gen eral, Robert H. Bork, 
hastily elevated to actin g attorn ey 
gen eral. 


Reason s for the ten tative exten sion 
are in tricate. 
Charles Spahr, board chairman of 
Stan dard Oil Co. of Ohio, told the 
Alaska legislature last mon th that the 
plan n ed daily production of 600,000 
barrels durin g pipelin e warmup would 
t>e doubled “ almost immediately .”

before the transAlaska pipeline begins 
feeding oil to an energy-hungry coun­ 
try.

But oil companies which 
had previously said it would take three 
years to build the multi-billion dollar 
project now say it will take closer to 
four years. 
The pipeline will stretch 789 miles 
south from the oil rich North Slope 
fields to the icefree port of Valdez 
where tankers ferry oil to the 48 con­ 
tiguous states. 
To do the job, the seven oil firms 
building the pipeline say they need 
13,00(1 workers and up to $5 billion. 
Some officials say a reasonable 
estimate of construction time is 36 to 42 
months, with another four to six 
months to get the line humming with 
North Slope crude.

Reasons for the tentative extension 
are intricate. 
Charles Spahr, board chairman of 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio, told the 
Alaska legislature last month that the 
planned daily production of 600,000 
barrels during pipeline warmup would 
Im? doubled “ almost immediately." 
That would mean a total of eight 
pumping stations to move the oil to 
tankers in the Gulf of Alaska instead of 
the three envisioned originally. 
A dozen stations will be needed when 
the pipeline reaches a capacity of 2 
million barrels daily. President Nixon 
has said the Alaska pipeline’s eventual 
output will equal 8'2 per cent of 
current petroleum use in the country. 
Environmental stipulations have 
forced about half the pipeline to be 
built above ground. That method is 
more costly and time-consuming than 
burying it, but is considered safer in 
icy soil. 
When oil was discovered on the 
North Slope in 1968, cost estimates for 
the pipeline project were $900 million. 
Cost is now placed between $4 billion 
and $5 billion, making it the most ex­ 
pensive private construction project 
ever. 
Three mountain ranges and 70 rivers 
have to be spanned.

(AP) - They 
came from all over the Midwest— 
pickers, fiddlers, singers, strummers 
and combos to the 13th Annual 
National Oldtime Fiddlers and Coun­ 
try Music Contest. 


But when the last notes had drifted 
into the cottonwood trees, it was a 23- 
year-old banjo picker from Lincoln, 
Neb., who walked away with most of 
the prize money and the admiration of 
many oldtimers who have been 
playing country music for years. 


Steve Hanson, who says its the “ real 
challenge” of fivestring banjo picking 
that attracts him to it, won first place 
in the picking division. 
His six- 
member 
band, 
The 
Bluegrass 
Crusade, won first in the combo 
division and topped a field of 76 
musicians and six combos to take the 
overall prize. 


“ A lot of banjo playing is based on 
improvisation," says Hanson. “ You 
have to use your head. If you’re good 
enough you can invent new runs on the 
spot. Ifs like jazz in that respect.” 
One theory has the first banjo-like 
instruments coming to this country 
from Africa with the slaves. But those 
were generally the four-string variety 
and it wasn’t until a fifth string was 
added in the middle 1800s that the 
banjo became what Hanson calls the 
only “ true American instrument." 
Most musicians take pride in their 
finely-crafted 
instruments, 
and 
Hanson is no exception. 
His 1920 Vega “ Whyte l^aydie" is 
hand inlaid with engraved mother-of- 
pearl with a neck made of flame maple 
and intricately carved heel. 
“ It’s one of the greatest trailing 
banjos in the world," Hanson said 
proudly.

Today’s game 
marks the 70th meeting 
lietween the two teams and 
college football knows few 
rivalries that are more in­ 
tense. 
Experts

The chop, effective in mid- 
January, raises to six the 
number of shows ABC has 
canceled so far. It smote 
“ Bob & Carol & Ted & Alice” 
last month. 
If you keep track of such 
things, ABC now leads in this 
season’s cancellation derby, 
followed by NBC, which has 
lopped four shows off its 
schedule, and CBS, which has 
axed three.

the 
NBC and 
CBS 
cancellations involved new 
shows. It makes for an 
amazing casualty toll: out of 
13 programs canceled so far, 
IO have been firstseason 
offerings. 
Be that as it may, ABC is 
going to try, try again in mid- 
January and February with 
four new half-hour series and 
two hour-long series that now 
make irregular appearances.

Thanksgiving special, and led 
CBS in the ratings race only 
in the last 30 minutes when 
CBS aired a repeat of a Carol 
Burnett special.

The International 
Air Transport Association has voted to 
increase all air fares two to eight per 
cent on Jan. I and said further hikes 
are likely as the cost of aviation fuel 
soars.

According to the I ATA plan, a six per 
cent surcharge would Ik* added to all 
cargo rates and to all passenger fares 
except on the North Atlantic and 
Pacific routes.
